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KRONE IS ACQUITTED = 
OF MURDER CHARGE 


Jury in Morinville Murder Trial, Re- 
turns Verdict of Not Guilty—Krone 
Killed John Brusha in Self-De- 


fence—Evidence of Mrs. yr rte 
Eye-Witness, Strongly avored 
Krone. 
After deliberating on the evidence 


presented for avout an hour Tuesday 
evening the jury cmpanneled to hear 
the charge of murder preferred against 
Herman Krone, a young German far- 
mer residing near Morinville, return 
ed a verdict of not guilty and the 
prisoner was discharged. {rome was 
charged with murdering his brother: 
in-law, John Brusha, on January 3ist, 
190% He admitted shooting the man 
but claimed that he did it in. self-de 
fenee and the jury accepted his plea 
and acquitted him of the charge. 

The case wae full of interest to the 
residents of Morinville and the sur- 
younding district and all day the court 
room was packed by a large audience 
that followed the progress of the trial 
with evident interest. Krone’s life, or 
at least his liberty, was saved by the 
étrong evidence ot Mre. Jas, Sprinkle, 
at whose house the shooting occurred, 
and, who was an eye-witness of the 
tragedy. ‘She gave her evidence in a 
clear, straightforward, manner and 
Without a trace of excitement, and her 
story of how the deceased John Brusha 
came to her house on the afternoon ot 
the shooting, under the influence of 
liquor, and how he persisted in his 


\ attempts to pick a quarrel with Krone 


until the shooting finally oceurred in 
self-defence, was accepted by both 
judge and jury, ‘ 
The parties closely conngeted with 
this case are of German extraction. 
They have lived in Missouri and H- 


linoig for some time and came to Al- 
) berta and settled in the Morinville 
dietriet about three years ago. The 
wife of John Brusha, who was shot, 


is a sister of Herman Krone, who wae 
necused of the murder, 

The jury empanneled to try the case 
was composed of L, Samis (foreman), 


P, Anderson, F, P. Aylwin, N.. Larue, 
H. Miller and J. J. Bell. EB. B. Cogs- 
well conducted the ense for the crown 
and H. H. Robertson appeared for 
the desence, 

The first witness for the defence was 
BE. H. Ward, a hardware merchant 


of Morinville, who stated that he had 
sold John Brusha two boxes of cart- 
ridges of 32 and 38 calibre a few days 
prior to the shooting on January 3ist, 
He knew both Krone and Brusha, the 
latter living about .two miles from 
Morinville, and Brusha about twe 
and a hali miles away. 
An Eye-Witness. ‘ 
Mrs. Joseph Sprinkle, an eye-wit- 
ness of the tragédy, wae an important 
witness during the afternoor She 
testified that Brusha had come to het 
husband’« home on the atternoon oi 
January Sist, 1908, He had been drink 
ing and: seemed angry. He asked 
where Krone and Sprinkle were, cal- 
ling them vile naintes. Witness re- 
plied that they had gone for ome 
wooed and would net be back until late, 
Bresha used considerable strong lan- 
guage and said he was going to have 
a “financial settlement with them. The 
witness did not know, why he used the 
term “financial settlement,’ but Imad 
heard him use the expression before. 
\bout 2 o'clock Mrs, Sprinkle stat- 
‘ed that her husband and Krone return- 
ed with the wood. Her husband came 
in and Krone followed a few minutes

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHW? ST 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 

Any even numbered section 0 Do 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
= section, of 160 acres, more or 
ese, 


Apylication for homestead entry mnat 
he made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
et any agency on certain con- 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
danghter, brother or eister of an intend- 
ing lhomesteader. 


An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
eant, and if the land appliad for is va- 
cant on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re 
ceivedyby mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation must 
be made in person, The applicant must 
be eligible fur homestead entry and no 
other application will be received from 
an individual until coat application hae 
deen disposed of. 

Where an entry is cancelled subse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro« 
ceedings the applicant for canceliation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry 
Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default, 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
stibject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi. 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar. 
ation of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to per. 
form the duties under one of the follow 
ing plana: 

(1) At least siz months’ residence vvon 
and cultivation of the land in each yoar 
during the term of three years, 

(2) A homesteader mey, if he eo de 
sires, perform the required residence du- 
ties by living om farming land owned 
solely by him, not lese than eighty (80) 
acres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
homestead. Joint ownership im land 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is decensed) of a homesteader has 
permanent residence on farming land 
owned solely by him, not less than eighty 
(60) ecres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 
dence duties by living with the father 
(or mother). 

(4) ‘he term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding .aragraphe is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exelusive of the width of read al- 
lowances crossed in ¢he measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in necordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention, 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so.

eration within one season from the date 
of the lease for each five miles.
